Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On the first 
page of the specification the Inventor's name and address should be deleted as it is 
unnecessary. 

The remainder of page 1 would be suitable for the Brief Description of the 
Drawings section of the specification. 

The Background of the Invention and the Brief Summary of the Invention should 
be placed before the Brief Description of the Drawings. 

The sections titled Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing and the 
Detailed Description of the Invention should be combined to form the Detailed 
Description of the Invention, which should contain all of the reference characters used in 
the drawings. 

On page 3, the three sentences relating to matters not applicable, such as those 
ending in "N/A" at the top of the page can be omitted since they are not relevant. 

2. A substitute specification is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1.125(a) because of the 
informalities noted above. 

A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute 
specification must be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the 
immediate prior version of the specification of record. The text of any added subject 
matter must be shown by underlining the added text. The text of any deleted matter 
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must be shown by strike-through except that double brackets placed before and after 
the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of five or fewer consecutive 
characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by being placed 
within double brackets if strike-through cannot be easily perceived. An accompanying 
clean version (without markings) and a statement that the substitute specification 
contains no new matter must also be supplied.

The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01(f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
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complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. The claim is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim is narrative in form and contains indefinite and functional language. 
The structure which makes up the inventive device must be clearly and positively 
specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim must be in one sentence form only. 
Again, note the format of the claims in the Tucker and Sherod et al patents cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Fair 
(US Patent 4,784,440). 

The automobile wheel shield disclosed by Fair shows a rim cover which is 
structured similarly to that of the Applicant's wheel shield. Note especially figures 2 and 
7 of Fair. Although Applicant's claim is not of proper form, the shield of Fair would 
prevent chemical protectorants from contacting the wheel when applied with a hand 
pump spray bottle, aerosol, or other application device.

The Sherod et al, Tucker, and Nasset, Sr. et al patents show 
other wheel shields.
